«r years would have been hushed and j 
held in eternal silence by the waters of j 
the Sacramento river.

"In 1853." said Mr. Mnrphy, "I was a. \ 


waiter in a Sacramento hotel. I had i 
gone to California in the days when the j 
Golden Stcie was winning her sobri- j 
quet, and, like the rest, I quickly learned j 
that 'all {fr no* gold that glitters.' 
I { 


drifted from one thing to another until 1! 
fiuuliy became a waiter—not one- of these j 
present day attendants who sneers at 
you in disdain when you ask for the 'bill 
of fare' instead of the 'menu' card, 
serves you as if he were giving alma nnd 
flashes murder from his eye if you dare 
to accept your rightful change, but a 
good old time hustler who worked from 
annrisc until darkness and counted him- 
self: lucky if he wasn't sworn at or shot 
at by the armored cruisers who patron- 
ized the hostelrtcs of the Pacific slope. 


"One day the hotel in which I wa» 


working changed hands, and'the ue>r 
proprietor immediately discharged every- 
body from the steward to the bootblack, 
and of conrse I went with the rest. For 
jbe next few weeks I attempted to secure 
another place, but the town was crowded 
with stranded humanity, and the supply 
«t labor was far in excess of the demand. 
After expending every effort I found 
w.yse]f finally without money, home or 
food. 


"One night, or rather one morning, for 


it was three hours past midnight, I wan- 
dered down to the Sacramento river. 
There had been a ilood. and I walked out 
upou the lett-e and -watched the trees and 
sections of wrecked houses drifting by. 
According to the bulletins given out that 
nigLt the river was rising at the rate o.' 
one foot aa, hour. 
''I stood th«-re alone, musing upon my 


hard fate and thinking I might as well be 
drifting by on Ifce flood,- when suddenly 
ray attention was attracted by a dark ob- 
ject lying among some driftwood that 
had been entangled with the edge of the 
levee. At first 1 thought it was a beast. 
Then fhe thought struck me that perhaps 
it might be a human being. So 1 ap- 
proached and discovered it to be the body 
of a man. 


"The entire body was nnder water save 


one side of the head. Seizing the body by 
the shoulders, I dragged it up on the 
levee. The task was a most grewsonie 
one. I picked the body up, but at once 
became so frightened that I was tempted 
to drop it and take to my heels. Howev- 
er, my nerve did not desert mo, and 1 
made for the barroom of the Eagle hotel, 
htnggeri-d in and laid the body 0:1 the 
floor. 


"Four or five men who had just corao 


down stairs from the gambling room were 
standing at the bar. The sight of a doiid 
01 dying man was not extraordinary in 
that locality, and so the party at the bar 
paid no particular attention to me unti! 
the drinks hud been tossed off.

Colonel Lansing, a great, six foot IIoo- 
sier, turned and looked at inc. 
" 'Shot?' he asked laconically. 
" 'No; drowned,' 1 replied.

brought out, nnd we- rolled him upon it 
Then the best bottle of brandy in the 
town was forced between the teeth, and 
we breathed more freely when Booth be- 
gan to show signs of resuscitation.

Booth was out of danger he turned and 
looked at inc. I anticipated a nice, short 
eulogy and nn invitation to the hnr.

FOLK fiLES OF CATS. 


THE ORIGIN OF TABBY IS TRACED 


BACK TO THE EGYPTIAN

Some tebolarly entbuxiact should write 


a volume on the folklore of cat*. So long 
m we beltovtd that the domeatle eat de- 
scended from the wild European species 
iu appearanoa in legends and fairy tales 
was in no way xanre puzzling than that of 
the fox or the wolf, b_ut science has 
wrecked that comfortable theory, and it 
seems to follow that all the folklore of cats 
has arisen in historic time—a conclusion 
well worth the study of those who take In- 
terest in suoh subjects. Our cats area 
heritage from oucfent Egypt Mar Muller 
pronounces that even the Sanskrit word is 
"comparatively recent." India received 
the animal probably from the Greeks, who 
themselves bad only lately become ac- 
quainted with It 
The intelligent schoolboy will Jeer at 
ibis assertion. Does not Aristophanes re- 
fer to the gale, and ia not gale a cat? The 
husbandman in "The Peace" suspects it 
of stealing game from his larder. 
"Any- 


how," he says, "I heard the gale making 
a great noise there last night" What 
could this household pet be unless a cat? 
Professor Rolloston has demonstrated that 
it could be the white breasted marten and 
was, in fact, a delightful little creature 
for those who could bear its smell, and 
one not to be surpassed at mousing. It 
would seem that tfra Romans were not 
familiar with oats, even in Pliny's day, 
for be evidently thinks that they smelled 
liko a gale. It ia alleged that the whole 
Roman literature contains less than half a 
dozen allusions to cats before the Christian 
era.Upon the other band, a oat is represent- 
ed in one of the grandest and apparently 
one of the oldest Etruscan tombs. It has 
just caught a mouse and-holds it No 
doubt there was Intercourse between the 
Tuscans and the Egyptians. But in north 
ero mythology the chariot ot Freygfr, or 
Frigga, is drawn by two cats. She was 
goddess of love and luck, very properly as 
sociated with a creature which is gentle 
and"tender at the domestic hearth, bat en 
terprisin$ m courtship and fearless in 
meeting a rival. Is it to be credited that 
Freyga's cats were the wild variety? The 
matter is not so unimportant as it looks, 
but decidedly this is not tho place for an 
excursus upon the date of the Asa gods. 


In a very early eaga wo flna a wicked 


man, Thorolf Sleggja, defying the venge- 
ance of his neighbors under protection of 
20 cats. At length the chief of tbo district 
mustered 18 in'en and assailed the house. 
Thorolf posted his cats at the door, "and 
they looked very fierce, mewing and roll- 
ing their eyes." \Vhen the chief ap- 
proached, "they cried out and began to 
act hideously." So he remartfed, "This ia 
a wicked company,'1 and withdrew to the 
fence, where bis men pitched firebrands 
on the roof and set it blazing. Thorolf 
burst out presently with a chest of sihor 
under each arm, caught one of his enemies 
and jumped into tho neighboring bog 
holding him tight. Neither bodies nor 
treasure could bo recovered. The site of 
his house was haunted by cats ever after 
ward, "and evil was thought to dwel 
there." " 
„ 


A volume Is needed for this subject, be- 


cause among other reasons it must bo il 
lustrated by stories, or the public will ha 
bored, and stories fill up, A mere string 
of facts "goes in at one ear and out ot the 
other." In such a volume the legend o 
Dick Wbktington would require severa 
scores of pages for proper treatment. Ilorc 
we say nothing about It 


But there is another folklore tale of tto 


same class not nearly so familiar to tin 
public. Sir Henry Wyat was committed 
to the tower by Richard III andpitifullj 
treated. He had neither bed nor clothe 
and ouly food enough to keep him jus 
alive. Winter set in, and ho was like to 
perish with cold. Ono night a cat slid 
down the chimney, came to him pnrrins 
aud confident, as to its roaster, curled It- 
sulf upon his chest and kept him warm till 
morning. Then it passed up the chimney 
again, to reappear presently with a pigeon, 
which it put into Sir Henry's hand and 
vanished for tbo day. 


When tho jailer came, he begged for 


more food, but the man replied that ho 
durst not. "Then wilt thou dress any I 
provide?" asked Sir Henry. "Very willing- 
ly the jailer promised, and he kept his 
word, though startled aud alarmed at 
sight of the pigeon. So things went on for 
a time. But wicked Richard determined 
to starve his enemy to death and, gave or- 
ders to that effect. Then the cat paid sev- 
eral visits during tho day, bringing a pi- 
geon each time, and the jailer, rightly con- 
cluding that "there were miracles a bout," 
reverently cooked them. So Henry out- 
lived his persecutor, and tho story Is ex- 
tant to this day among tho muniments of 
that nnciont family, but not transcribed 
by the hero, as we understand, nor iu his 
generation. The account states, however, 
that a picture of Sir Henry, with tho cut. 
and the pigeon, was to be .seen. Inko evi- 
dence is put forward in Whittmgton's 
case. 


Since all things are possible, it must not 


bo said that either wondrous narrative Is 
untrue. Bnt meantime we class them 
both among folk tales.—Pall Mall Ga 
zotto.

the city of Kew York, for quarantine pur- 
poses created a disturbance so remarkable

:he pacific nature of 
ind so dangerous to the state that the 
record of it seems almost to be esaggcrat- 
ed. The old provincial council years be- 
'ore tho breaking out of the Re volutionary 
war established a quarantine, especially 
for vessels coming from the West Indies, 
many ot thoin Dutch possessions ,at that 
time, on Bedloe's island. After the close 
of the Revolutionary war the qnaraatine 
establishment -was removed to Governors 
island, but that was objected to on the 
ground of its proximity to Kew York. 
Nevertheless it continued in use until the 
state purchased 80 acres of land within 
the township of Castleton for quarantine 
purposes. 


In the summer of 1856 there was an out- 


break of yellow fever, and the in habitants 
of Castleton organized into a mob and 
armed with sticks, stones, guns and 
torches, attacked a quarantine building, 
which they set on fire and destroyed, de- 
spite the resistance of the local authorities 
and calls for soldiers from other states. 
The state authorities began to erect new 
quarantine buildings, but these in turn 
were burned by another mob of violent 
Staten Islanders, all efforts to placate 
•whom failed utterly. Recruits even were 
sent to aid the Staten Islanders from New 
Jersey. The hostility to the establishment 
of a quarantine increased in strength. The 
Castleton board of health declared it a 
nuisance, and on tho night of Sept. 1, 1856, 
the place was attacked by a mob, the sick 
were carried from tho hospitals and laid 
upon mattresses in the fields, the officers 
and physicians were driven off, and all the 
buildings, save the women's hospital, were 
destroyed by flre. The next night the re- 
maining hospital was burned down. 


The governor declared the island in re- 


bellion and sent troops against the Staton 
Islanders, but without effect. John A. 
King, a resident of Long Island, was at 
that time governor. Ho proclaimed Sfcaten 
Island under martial law, but the inhab- 
itants remained obdurate. They refused 
to recognize King and after destroying 32 
buildings declared that they would never 
lay down their arms until tho "yellow 
jack" wasremoved. Ultimately Richmond 
county was compelled to pay for all the 
losses occasioned, but the state receded 
from its position and abandoned its claim 
to the right of a quarantine on Staten Is- 
land, a floating hospital being established 
instead by a commission appointed by the 
legislature for that purpose. Horatio Sey- 
mour was at the head of it. — New York 
Sun.

OMAHA CLAY. 


CRUCIFIXION OF CHRIST. 


D«»th on tlie Cross WM * Most Terrible 


Form of Torture. 


"Crucifixion was a terrible death," 


writes the Rev. Aiuory H. Bradford, D. 
D-, in Tbo Ladies' Donse Journal. "It, 
was reserved for offenders of a servile 
class and .never used for a Roman citizen. 
The hands and feet of the victim wore 
nailed to the wood, and a kind of rude 
seat was provided—just enough to prevent 
tbo weight of the body from tearing 
through the flesh. Tho exact spot whore 
Jesus was crucified cannot now bo idonti 
fled. Golgotha was probably some skull 
shaped hill 'outside the city wall.' Thith- 
er » strange procession wended its way— 
tho condemned with their crosses on their 
backs, the hardhearted rabble making fun 
of them as they passed. The strength of 
Jesus failed before the destination was 
reached, nnd another was COL felled to 
carry tho cross for him. The crucifixion, 
liko all others, was cruel and barbarous 
in tho extreme. Tho executioners wero 
Roman soldiers, but a host of Jews feast- 
ed their eyes on tho hideous sight, 


"Such agony was no protection against 


the gibes of the crowd. With but ono of 
his disciples in sight, and only two or 
three friendly women near—one of them 
bis mother—Jesus passed the last hours of 
Ms earthly life. Those who suffered by 
crucifixion sometimes lingered throe or 
xonr days—Jesus lived about five hours. 
While hanging on tho cross he spoke seven 
tirnes. Soon after the cross was raised., 
looking over the coarse and brutal soldier^ 
and the mistaken fanatics-who had hound- 
ed him to that hour, he uttered a prayee, 
which hits probably in ado a dooper impre^- 
eion on the world than any other single 
prayer ever offered—'Father, forgive them, 
for they know not what-they do.' " 


Said to Be th* Bort In tha Country For 


Making Brick. 


Omaha clay is thtrbest in tho country," 


an old briokmaker, "either for ma- 


hine or hand made bricks. This is be- 
cause it is quicksand clay and has very lit- 
tlo sandstone jn it. There is only a small 
amount ot joint clay anywhere around. 
Tho latter wiU crack either in drying or 
burning and is found directly under the 
soil, running from ono to six feet deep. 
But underneath it is the quicksand clay. 
A brickmaker who (knows his business 
would strip off the seal and tho joint clay 
before beginning to we any of it. But the 
good yellow qnicksanrJ clay is not always 
found under the joinbclay. In many places 
around Omaha it ccops out zit tho surface 
or is found iinmodiacety beneath tho soil. 
"This quicksand day? burns red, as it has 


a great deal of iron mi it. To make good 
bricks In this country the bricks should 
be set quite graen, 01 they will break in 
burning. This goodtclay runs from 10 to 
20 feet deep aronnii Omaha, and good clay 
can be found in all, tho hills. It is free 
from limestone, which, as every brick- 
maker knows, is a great advantage. If 
there were little pebbles of limestone, even 
if no latger than at pea, they would be 
burned in the bricks without being known. 
Then, when the brick became moist, the 
limcfstone would slackvmd the brick burst 
to pieces. 


"This is splendid clay for machine wo*k 


bccatise it is free both from these pebbles 
and also from tree roots, which clog and 
break machines. Itwill^staiid any amount 
of rain, can be made byTjandnnd laid out, 
and tho rains will not w«sh it away. 
"It dries very fast and will make the 


hardest of vitrified pavement bricks. /It Is 
splendid in dry clay pressure work. 


"Bnt it is not an easy clay to burn. Ten 


days is the quickest time. One cannot fire 
fast at first, but after the water smoko is 
off it can be burned rapadly. 


"Bricks made from Omaha clay»veillnot 


mildew in the walls or'turn wbico as will 
some kinds, caused by alkali in tiho clay. 


"Green bricks of this»clay weigh about 


six pounds when green .and fl\»e pounds 
when burned. When bwrned very hard, 
they are as heavy as whentgreen."—Omaha 
World-Herald.

i press to some dingy resting place—fre- 


quently keeps tho pressmen in an uncom- 
fortable state of fidgets. 


Such action results from the attraction 


and repulsion of frictional electricity—the 
same kind that is produced by tho chafing 
of the silk flaps against tho rotating glass 
disk in tbo so called "electrical machine." 


An experiment with the snino kind of 


electricity which can easily be tried is to 
apply gentle friction to a thin piece of 
cloth or paper, when, on bringing it near 
the wall of the apartment, it will be at- 
tracted thereby and adhere to tho surface 
—be it wood, plaster or papal—for a brief 
time.—George .7.

Ho would surely have escaped us 
hnd it not been that ono arm o£ tho forest 
fires intercepted him soon after he started 
down tho valley. Tho Itro had crossed tho 
ridge many miles below, and as it traveled 
up the valley it presented a solid wall of 
flamo which it was impossible to pass. 
From this wall Samuels was forced to 
turn back three miles below, where >io en- 
tered tho valley, and there was no way ont 
except the back trail.

OOELL CAN HAVE IT, 


Hut* of Son Dried Mod. Wlthont VwrtlU- 


ti*B *nd foil of Vermin. 


R. Talbot Kelly, the English artist, bu 


written lor The Century an article enti- 
tled "An Artist Among the Fellaheen." 
Mr. Kelly says of a typical Egyptian vil- 
lage: 


Built entirely of cun dried mud, the 


•mall, low huts, from considerations of 
economy and space, join ono another 
whenever possible. Narrow and tortuous 
lanes, left at haphazard, form the only 
thoroughfares, in which at first appears to 
be a huge mound of mud, surmounted by 
heaps of cotton and durra stalks, which 
serve tho dual purpose of thatch and fuel. 
Many of these lanaa are mere ouls-de-sao, 
ending abruptly In a neighbor's courtyard 
and forcing one to retrace his steps and 
try axain. Experience has taught mo that 
it is never wise to assume that the streets 
1^ jn the direction at first suggested. It 
ia often safer to start the other way and 
trust to the winding of the path to bring 
ono out somewhere near the desired spot 


As a rule, the villages have the appear- 


ance of fortifications, the outside -wails be- 
ing frequently without doors or windows, 
and the laces of the village terminating 
in massive wooden doors,, which ore usu- 
ally closed at nightfall and guarded on the 
ineh'.o by the village guffrab, or nigbt 
watchmen. 


Eaoh "house" has usually ono door, 


opening into the lane, small and low, and 
the few windows, if provided at all, aro 
merely slits in the mud wall, innocent of 
glass or shutter, but ornamented with a 
lattice of split bamboo, placed crosswise 
during building. 
Ventilation there is 


virtually none, tba smoke of the flro of 
dung or corncobs finding its egress by the 
door and well nigh choking the inhabit- 
ants, which include not only the family, 
but chickens, turkeys, pigeons, goats and 
whatever live stock tho inhabitants pos- 
sess. 


Every effort to exclude atr seems to be 


made, the bouses being too low to feel tho 
breezes, and tho streets too narrow to al- 
low of any air circulation. Tho roofs, cov- 
ered with piles of rubbish for fuel, afford 
accommodation for a second installment of 
goats, pigeons, cats, and especially dcgs. 
One wonders how life can be supported in 
suoh conditions, yet tho people are well 
conditioned and healthy, living their lives 
in the fields and returning to their houses 
only to eat and sleep. Insect life naturally 
abounds, tho Egyptian flea particularly 
being a prodigy of manly vigor and activ- 
ity, but the fellah has a hido like a gainoos 
(the Egyptian buffalo), and oven travelers 
like myself eventually become impervious 
to its onslaught. 
Outside the village and 


almost at their very doors the filth and 
offal of tho place are deposited, resulting 
in the development of than plague peculiar 
to Egyptian life—"flies"—disgusting, but 
very necessary as scavengers, without 
which and tho equally valuable rat these 
villages-would quickly beoomo uninhabit- 
able.

LOSDOS, June 29. 2:00 A. M —The 


casualties of the international force in 
attacking Tien Tsin were: Americans, 
three killed, two wounded; British, two 
killed, one wounded; Germans, fifteen 
killed, twenty-seven wounded; Bus 
sians, ten killed, thirty-seven wounded- 
The gunfire of the Americans and Brit- 
ish is described as beautiful. 
After the 


force Lad pushed on to the relief of 
Admiral Seymour, Chinese regulars un- 
der lien. Nieh (says a Shanghai despatch) 
began to attack Tien Tain fiercely and 
bombarded the foreign settlement with 
a terrible fire. American marines took 
part in the succor of Admiral Seymour. 
He was found surrounded by immense 
masses of Chinese, who were driven off 
by the relief force after a brisk fight. 
Seymour's men had made a brilliant re 
distance, never failing in courage for 
fifteen days of almost continuous fight- 
ing. For ten days the foice had been 
on quarter rations. The column was 
surrounded two miles from Lofa. 
It 


was adjudged hopeless by Admiral Sey- 
mour to attempt to break through the 
Chinese hordes and he began a night 
retreat toward Tien Tsin. He vainly 
tried heilogrnphic communication. Sey- 
mour's men captured a number of 
Chinese, seme of whom said the lega- 
tions in Pekin had been burned and the 
ministers killed, while others said the 
ministers 
were 
imprisoned. 
Four 


thousand Russians left Tien Tsin after 
Admiral Seymour, but did not get in 
touch with him at all. Railroad com- 
munication between Takn and Tien 
Tsin has been restoied. Preparations 
are being made to reinforce the reliev 
ing force. The fate of the ministers 
remains a mystery. If they are olive 
and unharmed at Pekin, then the Chin- 
ese government deserves some credit. 


It appears that Li Hung Chang's pro- 


gramme of pacification in the Boxer 
troubles is to be chiefly • programme of 
decapitation.

"A uniform in this country," mid •

This appears to be the moral of the de- 


cision of the gupivme court of Minnesota 
in the inten-feting case of Coleman Bridgo- 
uiuni), who was unfortunate (or negligent) 
enough to erect » bounu on ubat ha 
thought was his owu hind, but which 
turned out to belong to a neighbor. The 
lower court-* having held That he had abso- 
lutely no right or titlo to the hou&o, he ap- 
pealed to the filial tribunal, but the legal 
principle applicable to ttie case is too plain 
and too well established to permit any de- 
viation from it. The supreme court agrees 
with the lower courts in denying his claim 
either to the house or to lieu against the 
lot on which it stands for its value. Kven 
the removal of the structure without in- 
jury to the land would not be permitted 
by the law. 


There is nothing novel in tho ruling, 


hut it shows that the Jaw will mai:e no 
distinction between the case of one who 
knows he builds on the land of another 
and one who honestly but erroneously 
claims title to another's land. Tho struc- 
ture becomes part of the land when erected 
or while teing erected, and the owner of 
(be land gets tho house. In some cases this 
fundamental doctrine of the law of real 
property doubtless involves some hardship, 
but the eqiritable principles concerning ac- 
cident and mistake cannot he invoked to 
afford relief or redress. Departure from 
the law would perhaps entail more injus- 
tice than rigid enforcement thereof. 


Let the man who intends building a 


bouse make sure ho has valid and unchal- 
lengeable title to the lot which is to sup- 
port it. When ia doubt, defer building un- 
til the question of title has been thorough- 
ly settled. Surely this is not too much to 
ask of men intelligent enough to havo ac- 
quired property. Still, a high moral stand- 
ard would compel a man deriving a sub- 
stantial benefit from another's mistake to 
offer him of his own accord some compen- 
sation. 
The law will let him alone, but 


his conscience may cwt.—Chicago Times-

In passing through Bombay early In 


ISf.O I bought a fine black Kutoh pony 
end marched with him to Kainptee. in 
ren'.nil India, 560 miles. 
Tho evening 


BfSer arrival I dined with the cavalry regi- 
munt at, tho far end of tho cantonment, 
ever tbroe JuilfcS distant, from tbo bouse I 
3 ad secured, but on leaving the raess- 
housu. tbesyeo having run off at once In 
a-lvanee, I found myself plunged in wore* 
i ban Kji.vpnnn darkness without the small- 
est conception of tbe road home or any 
trace of surrounding objects. 
Tbo pony 


nevertheless took me along the whole dis- 
tance, in at tbo gate of my compound and 
up to the bouse door, although ho had 
never boon east of Bombay, much less ac- 
quainted with the cantonment of Kamp- 
too. 


My Victorian friend was at tho time of 


the incident I am about to mention—some 
.111 years ago—engaged in breeding horses. 
It appears that on ona occasion while 
driving a mob of horses down to Mel- 
bourne for sale he lost: his way in tbe bnsh, 
and, 
wandering on through most of the day 


vainly endeavoring to find his camp, bad 
very nearly arrived at tbe despairing con- 
viction that he was hopelessly lost, as not 
infrequently happens in Australia. 
Feel- 


ing the horse bo was riding rather bear- 
ing on tie bit to ono side, it suddenly oc- 
curred to him that the animal had the 
sense of direction, and, trusting entirely 
to this, ho threw tbo reins on bis neck. 
Tbe horse, turning right round, got soon 
into a lobbing canter and brought my 
friend direct to bis camp, situated, as ho 
judged, some seven miles away. On many 
subsequent occasions my friend found this 
horse's eonse of direction quite unerring. 
His experience, however, of tho majority 
of horses which passed through bis band! 
was time they cither possessed the sense in 
a very low degree or not nt all. 


But what appears to mo a still raora 


roniiirkiible instance of the sense in ques- 
tion was narrated by tho same friend at 
connected with a horso ho at ono time pos- 
sessed, which, reared by himself, showed 
such cleverness in undoing bolts and fas- 
tenings of all kinds that nothing short of 
n lock and key availed to keep him either 
in or out of his stable. On selling this 
animal fco a planter who was then travel- 
ing right up to. tho "north of Australia, 
over a thousand miles distant, he warned 
him that unless well secured en route tbe 
horse would almost certainly get back to 
bis old st:iblo.

It is the custom for thonatnes 
every spring to have a contest to ECO whien 
one can first swim to an outlying rock mid 
bring back unbroken a sea gull's egg. Aft- 
er describing ono plucky victory won by 
the king's son, Mr. Holder Fays: 


As victor, Kaitaowas tho center of inter- 


est for the remainder of the day. 
Many 


gifts and favors fell to him, and ho sat in 
tho seat of honor next to the king at t ho 
dance and the merrymakings ou that and 
succeeding nights. 


Kaitae was much more intelligent than 


many of his comrades, and while lie joined 
in their games and pastimes bo as much 
enjoyed listening to his elders when they 
related stories of tho wonders of Waihu in 
the olden time. He learned that in tho.c<j 
days the island was inhabited by inuny 
tribes of men, all nnder his ancestor, tho 
king, and that the curious platforms and 
monuments that have since made Easter 
island famous over the entire world WITO 
long before erec(ted by his ancestors, just 
as in our parks wo set up statues to com- 
memorate our own distinguished men, ;uid 
that the platforms wore tombs ns much 
revered by the natives of the island as West- 
minster abbey is revered by patriotic Eng- 
lishmen. 


During the boyhood of Kaitao several 


strange ships bearing white men visited 
tbo island and traded with tho islanders. 
But some difficulties occurred and runu- 
bers of his people were killed, und owe 
a horde of native enemies carno in canoes, 
drove them to their hidden caves, de- 
stroyed their homes and killed hundreds 
of the people. When Kaitao nnd his friends 
cnmo out from their hiding places, thoy 
found tho statues in many rases thrown 
down or broken in pieces and the tombs 
destroyed. Tho heads of tho imagoH weighed 
tons and many could not be replaced, and 
there they lie to this day prone upon tbo 
site of tho great volcano.
